Congress Determined to Make

W ashington.— One of the big prob­ 
lems before the new Congress is get­ 
ting the railroads back on a peace 
basis. 
These 260,000 miles of steel 
highways w ere taken over by tho Gov­ 
ernm ent as an Indispensable arm of 
the national defense; but now th at 
their w ar service is over, there is a 
country-wide dem and that 
the Gov­ 
ernm ent restore them to iheir owners 
to be operated on normal American 
business stan d ard s of efficiency. 
But, ns has been pointed oui by 
President Wilson as well as by m any 
men In public life who have given 
this subject, years of careful study, 
lr Is not enough simply to say to the 
railroad companies, “T ake these rail­ 
roads and give the country the best 
transportation service th at money and 
brains can provide.” 


Old Laws Obstruct Growth, 
T he President recently said that It 
would he a serious m istake to return 
to the old conditions of railroad regu­ 
lation 
without 
reform ing 
the 
anti­ 
quated laws that w ere obstructing the 
free development of transportation fa­ 
cilities. The D irector General of Rail­ 
roads has recently m ade an inspection 
trip from coast to coast, and he has 
been telling the people that the time 
has now come to put the railroads on 
a sound foundation. 
T he plans for a better system of 
national control of railroads are as 
varied as were the plans for hanking 
and currency reform when Congress 
received a m andate from the people 
to provide insurance against financial 
panics. 
The public now dem ands in­ 
surance against a breakdow n of rail­ 
road transportation, and the new Con­ 
gress is undertaking this work as sec 
end ary only to insurance against in­ 
ternational w arfare. 
Congress solved 
the banking problem seven years ago 
as a non-partisan issue, in which all 
the people had a common Interest, and 
Congress 
evidently 
is 
tackling 
tile 
railroad problem with the sam e spirit. 
W hile the many plans th a t have 
been proposed differ in the methods 
to he adopted in reaching the desired 
goal, it has been pointed out by Sena­ 
tor Cummins of Iowa th at all these 
plans have really very much In com­ 
mon—so much so th at he is confident 
that Congress will have lit tie difficulty 
In fram ing a bill that will m eet with 
popular approval, and that will take 
the railroad question out of politics 
for m any years to come. 
Many Plans W ith One Aim. 
The Iowa Senator has a command 
lng position In this Congress because lie 
Is the ranking m em ber of the In terstate 
Commerce Committee of the United 
States Senate, and It is in this com­ 
mittee that the new railroad bill will 
take final form. 
In an address before 
a national meeting of business men 
ut St. Louis Senator Cum m ins stated 
that since the close of the w a r fully 
thirty complete plans for new railroad 
legislation had been subm itted to him 
by business men, economists, bankers, 
railroad officials und owners. Govern­ 
m ent officials, railroad w orkers and 
just plain citizens. 
T he basic principles upon which all 
of these plans, with one exception, 
agree are as follows: 


1. Private operation is more effi­ 
cient and more economical than 
Government 
operation, 
and 
the 
public interest will therefore be 
served by a return of the roads to 
private management. 
2. To 
make 
certain 
that 
new 
capital will 
be attracted to the 
expansion 
of 
railroad 
facilities, 
there ought to be greater certain- 
ty that a fair return will be earn­ 
ed on the investment. 
3. The 
merging 
of 
weak 
and 
strong roads into large competing 
systems should be encouraged. 
The making of a form ula to pro­ 
vide a fair return on railroad capital 
seems likely to he the phase of the 
problem most thoroughly debated In 
Congress. 
The D irector General has 
been 
urging 
th at 
the 
G overnment 
ought to guarantee a certain return 
and sh are in any excess earnings. 
Leading bankers, especially some of 
the 
international 
bankers 
in 
Wall 
street, who have In the past m arketed 
many hundreds of millions of railroad 
securities, also look favorably on the 
suggestion of a Governm ent guaran­ 
tee, which will m ake It easier to sell 
new securities, and will also stabilize 
the m arket for the old bonds and 
stocks. 


Government Guarantee Opposed. 
B ut the proposal th a t the Govern­ 
m ent shall guarantee the interest and 
dividends on private capital invested 
In 
railroads 
will 
undoubtedly 
meet 
w ith very vigorous opposition in many 
quarters. 
Even railroad executives, 
who might be supposed to take kindly 
to the idea of a G overnm ent guarantee 
against failure, have frankly stated 
th at they do not w ant it, because they 
believe It is un-American in principle, 
would tend to lessen efficiency, and 
would involve the roads in a Govern 
m eat partnership th at would inevita 
bly laud to G overnm ent ownership.

THE PEACE TREATY. 


Germany having signed Hie peace 
treaty, it rem ains to be seen w hether 
the Germ ans wi'l make of it another 
of paper, ' for it is well known 
that tlie Germans are notorious treaty 
evader*. 
During the negotiations which have 
lasted for so many m onths, the Ger­ 
m ans have 
consistently sought 
to 
evade any responsibility for the world 
war, any stipulations for reparation 
or indem nity, any acceding to the de­ 
m ands that German colonies be given 
pp and in fact, have done everything 
which they ought not to have done. 
The insolence with which the a llies’ 
dem ands were treated; tire insolence 
—the studied 
insolence—oi 
the de­ 
mands m ade by the Germans; 
the 
violation of the arm istice in sinking 
the German fleet and the violation in 
advance of signing of the term s of 
the treaty 
by 
burning the 
French 
battle flags of 1870- all these indicate 
an intention on the part of the Ger­ 
mans to evade 
such of the 
peace 
term s as they can get aw ay with, and 
to ask for the m odification of such 
others as do not please them. 
The only time the Germans have 
ever 
kept a treaty 
was 
when 
it 
Would benefit them , and it is n eed less 
to' say that practically everyone ex­ 
pects them to use shifty evasions in 
every possible way to get out of what 
is to their disadvantage in the pres­ 
ent treaty. 
It is precisely for the reason that 
som e force must be exerted to keep 
the G erm ans up to tile strict fulfill­ 
m ent— in spirit as well as letter— of 
their 
treaty 
obligations 
that 
we 
should accept the covenant of the 
league o f nations and place every 
safeguard about the treaty that hu­ 
man ingenuity can devise. 
Of course we do not expect the Ger­ 
mans to change 
their nature 
over 
night m erely because they have sign ­ 
ed the treaty or because we have the 
m eans to force them to keep it. 
The 
leopard can as soon change his spots. 
But w hether they keep their obliga­ 
tions w illingly or under the m enace 
of pen alties to m eet every violation, 
it m atters not. 
There are at present a few m em ­ 
bers of the house and senate who are 
disposed to help the Germ ans evade 
their obligations if by so doing they 
can discredit the adm inistration arid 
bring about a change in the govern­ 
m ent. 
And they will have the moral 
backing, if not Hie outspoken com ­ 
m endation, of all the German sym ­ 
pathizers in this country. 
Som e of the labor organizations of 
Europe are disposed to take the so ­ 
cialistic view that the Germ ans are 
not to be forced into m aking repara­ 
tion for the wrongs they have done 
because labor is international and i 
national. 
Fortunately for 
this country 
our 
labor elem en t is not disposed to take 
this view . 
Even the radicals am ong 
our workingm en feel that each coun­ 
try is entitled to its national e x ist­ 
ence w ithout perm ission of the work­ 
ingm en of another country who would 
dictate to their neighbors.

Washington.*- -Otis of the big prob­ 
lems before the new Congress is get­ 
ting the railroads back on a pence 
basis. 
These *260,OOO miles of steel 
highways were taken over by the Gov­ 
ernment as att indispensable arm of 
the national defense; but now that 
their w ar service is over, there Is a 
country-wide demand that the Gov* 
eminent restore them to their owners 
to be operated on normal American 
business standards of efficiency. 
But, as im* been pointed out by 
President Wilson as well as by many 
men In public life who have given 
this subject years of careful study, 
ii is not enough simply to say to the 
rnilroad companies, “Take these rail­ 
road* and give the country the best 
transportation service that money and 
brains can provide ” 


Old Law s Obstruct Growth. 
The President recently said that It 
would be a serious mistake to return 
to the old conditions of railroad regu 
la Hop 
without 
reforming 
the 
anti­ 
quated laws that were obstructing the 
free development of transportation fa­ 
cilities. The Director General of Rail- 
m ads lins recently made an Inspection 
trip from coast to coast, and he bas 
been telling the people that the time 
has now come to put the railroads on 
a .sound foundation. 
The plans for a better system of 
national control of railroad* are as 
varied ns were the plans for hanking 
and currency reform when Congress 
received a mandate from the people 
to provide Insurance against financial 
panics. 
The public now demands in­ 
surance against a breakdown of rail­ 
road transportation, and the new Con­ 
gress Is undertaking this work as sec­ 
ondary only to insurance against In­ 
ternational warfare. 
Congress solved 
the banking problem seven years ago 
as a non-partisan Issue, In which ail 
the people had a common Interest, and 
Congress 
evidently 
is 
tackling 
the 
railroad problem with the same sjdrlt, 
While the many plans that 
have 
been proposed differ In the methods 
to be adopted In reaching the desired 
goal, It has been pointed out by .Sena­ 
tor Cummins of Iowa that all tins** 
plans have really very much In com­ 
mon— so much so that he is confident 
that Congress will have little difficulty 
in framing a bill that will meet with 
popular approval, and that will take 
the railroad question out of politics 
for many years to come.
